The nearby towns of So- 
neja, Navajas and Sericas also were 
bombed.

HENDAYE, Spain, at the Span- 


ish Frontier, July 1—The intensity 
of a week-long battle on Spain’s 
eastern war front appeared to be 


diminishing today with neither in- 


surgent nor Government troops able 
to advance. 

Both armies, weakened by heavy 
losses, continued to attack and 
counterattack, but official dis- 
patches said all assaults were being 
repulsed. 

The battle for the approaches to 
Valencia, involving 250,000 men 
along a 50-mile front, undoubtedly 
has been one of the most deadly 
of the 23-month-old war. Against 
the Government’s superior man- 
power the insurgents have had 
more artillery and planes. 
Although the Government, at 
least temporarily, has blocked in- 
surgent drives on Valencia both 
fro mthe north and west, the suc- 
cess has been at an enormous cost 
in manpower.

CAMERAMAN’S MURDER 
PUZZLES HOLLYWOOD 


Body of King D. Gray Found 
in Auto—Letter From 
Woman in Hand. 


By the Associated Press. 
HOLLYWOOD, Cal., July 1.—Un- 


der puzzling circumstances, King 
D. Gray, movie cameraman, was 
found shot to death in his automo- 
bile in front of the Hollywood post- 
office at noon yesterday. He had 
been dead, a surgeon said, from 8 
to 15 hours, unnoticed by hundreds 


of passersby. 

He clasped a letter from New- 
castle, Pa., with the salutation 
“Dear Daddy.” Police said it was 
from a woman, whom they declined 
to name, and had been taken from 
a postoffice box which Gray ap- 
parently rented without the knowl- 
edge of his intimates. 

A detective said the letter was 
written three days before his death. 

“Tt was from a nice girl who 
asked Gray to do her a simple fa- 
vor,” he said. 

Asked if the young woman had 
asked Gray to obtain a position in 
the movies for her, the detective 
said “that might be.” 

Mrs, Gray told officers her hus- 
band came home Wednesday night 
and left again with a man at 9 p. m. 

“He seemed just as usual—cheer- 
fal and not worried,” she said. Gray 
was 52 years old. 

Detectives discarded the possi- 
bility Gray shot himself. They 
picked up an empty .32-caliber au- 
tomatic shell in his car but could 
not find the death weapon. There 
were no powder burns on his coat. 

Robbery, likewise, was eliminated 
as a motive. There was $63 in 
Gray’s pockets, a diamond ring on 
his finger and an expensive watch 
on his wrist. 
| Neither Gray’s wife nor his two 
sons, David, 20, and Robert, 13, 
could explain who might have writ- 
ten the “Dear Daddy” letter. 
Friends described Gray as a mild-

It was a prime duty of Members 
of Commons, he said, to “keep up 
to the mark a Government which 
repeatedly has been found in error 
and default, which has.a bad rec- 
ord in this matter and which has 
admitted woeful miscalculations 
and mistakes.” 

Churchill recalled he was War 
Minister at the time the Official 
Secrets Act was passed in 1921; “I 
remember very clearly,” he said, 
“how this act was never intended 
to be put to the purpose for which 
it is now being used.“ 

Hore-Belisha disclosed that Pre- 
mier Chamberlain himself had 
told him to lay Sandys’: informa- 
tion before the Attorney-General. 

He admitted Sandys’ data was 
true but said it was a grave secret. 
Defending the army for calling a 
court of inquiry, the War Secre- 
tary. said this was done before the 
Commons debate on the matter, 

Debate in Commons. 

Clement Attlee, Laborite leader, 
opened the opposition attack.

Dr. S. E. Massengill Accused of 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 1— 
Dr. Samuel Evans Massengill of 
Kansas City, trading as the S. E. 
Massengill Co., was indicted by a 
United States grand jury yesterday 
on charges of shipping a “mis- 
branded” bottle of a sulfanilamide 
compound from Kansas City to 
Tulsa. 

The first of the three counts in 
the indictment charged the pint 
bottle was labeled elixir of sulfanil- 
amide when “in truth and in fact 
it was sulfanilamide in a poisonous 
solvent of diethylene glycol’ and 
water.” ; 

The second count alleged the 
wording of the bottle was “false 
and misleading.” The third count 
charged the bottle was labeled 
“quality pharmaceuticals” but that 
its contents were “not superior and 
not suitable” for the purpose stated 
in the label. The indictment quoted 
the label as recommending the con- 
tents “for the treatment of all con- 
ditions in which hemolytic strept- 
ococci appear.” l . 

The maximum possible sentence 
on each count is a year in jail and 
fine of $1000.

Visiting Parents Here, He Says He Wants 
Sound Market in Which Public May 
Have Confidence. 


William McChesney Martin Jr. 
discussed his policy as first paid 
president of the New York Stock 
Exchange with a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter during his visit with his 
parents here today. Only 31 years 
old, he was selected for the $48,000- 
a-year office yesterday by unani- 
‘mous vote of the exchange gov- 
ernors, who passed over 200 names, 
including men prominent in bank- 
ing, education, business and the law. 

“I think the stock exchange is a 
public not a private. institution,“ he 
declared, and as such should try 
to obtain a clear public under- 
standing of its functions and be 
worthy of patronage by the public. 
Personally I recognize my responsi- 
bility fully and it will be my con— 
stant endeavor to achieve a sound 
market in which the public may 
have confidence.” 


An important consideration is co- 
operation with the Government, he 
said, referring particularly to the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion. In a communication to Mar- 
tin yesterday, Chairman William O. 
Douglas of the SEC referred to 
your courage and ability to bring 
about expeditious action toward ob- 
jectives which must be jointly 
yours and ours” and continued, “I 
want to pledge to you our fullest 
co-operation and our unqualified 
support in working out the solution 
to items of unfinished business be- 
fore us.” 

Martin expressed an opinion that 
the current rise in the stock mar- 
ket presaged “a. return to normal 
times.” By normal times he said he 
meant economio conditions which 
prevailed in 1926 before the “new 
era” days and the sharp decline of 
October, 1929, at the beginning of 
the depression. 

He flew here last night from New 
York. and is staying at the home 
of his parents, 5055 Waterman ave- 
nue, while arranging to dispose of 


Co-operation With Government. 


his interest as a pantner in the 
share and bond brokerage firm of 
A. G. Edwards & Sons. The con- 
stitution of the exchange requires 
that the president have no outside 
business interest. Martin said he 
would return tomorrow or Sunday 
to “take over the reins,” adding 
with a chuckle that he thought “the 
horses will get along all right with- 
out me meanwhile.” His father is 
president of the St. Louis Federal 
Reserve Bank. 

Had Been Acting President. 

Young Martin, holding a seat on 
the exchange as representative of 
the St. Louis brokerage: firm, had 
occupied the non-salaried position 
of chairman and was the acting 
president. He will be the first paid 
president since trading started in 
Wall Street 146 years ago. 

He was elected president on less 
than 24 hours’ notice. After six 
weeks, members of a special com- 
mittee, which had searched a list 
of American business leaders for a 
chief who would symbolize oscend- 
ency of a “new deal” in exchange 
administration, fell back on a young 
man in their own ranks. 

Observers generally agreed that 
the Whitney incident, in which a 
former president of the exchange, 
Richard Whitney, was sent to pri- 
son for illegal financial transac- 
tions personally, had greatly 
strengthened the hand of the re- 
form group in the exchange, of 
which Martin was regarded as a 
spokesman. Whitney had been a 
leader in the fight against Govern- 
ment regulation. 

Martin, a graduate of Yale in the 
class of 1928, has bachelor quar- 
ters in the Yale Club at New York. 
He is an excellent tennis-player 
but has devoted little time to the 
game recently, explaining he is too 
busy. He neither smokes nor 
drinks; Usually he breakfasts early 
in a  nickel-in-the-slot restaurant 
on his way to work.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 1.— 
Gov. M. Clifford Townsend, who 


has opposed the re-election of Unit- 


ed States Senator Van Nuys, indi- 


|| cated yesterday that the Democrat- 


ic State convention, which meets 


nere July 12, may renominate Van 


Nuys. 

The Governor, at odds political- 
ly with the Senator for gore than 
a year, said he hoped the conven- 
“someone 
who'd support the President and 
progressive legislation.” 

I don’t know whether that would 
or would not exclude Van Nuys,” 
the Governor said. “It might be 
that the delegates might think he’d 
be that man.” 

Some Democratic followers saw 
in the statement, made at a press 
conference, a hint of reconciliation 
between Townsend and Van Nuys 
and an indication that the latter 
would allow his name to be placed 
before the convention. 

Three Others in Race. 

Three candidates — Lieutenant- 
Governor Henry F. Schricker: Sam- 
uel Jackson, Fort Wayne attorney, 
and Alex Gordon, Indianapolis la- 
bor leader, have announced for the 
Democratic nomination. 

Van Nuys has stated he would 
run as an independent candidate. 

The open rupture between Van 
Nuys and the State administration 
took place last August when the 
Indiana Democratic Editorial As- 
sociation held its summer outing at 
French Lick. The Governor said 
in a dinner address that Indiana 
Democrats would not support for 
re-election “public servants who 
have not been loyal to President 
Roosevelt.” 

The address was interpreted gen- 
erally as a rebuke to Van Nuys for 
his opposition to the Supreme Court 
enlargement. bill. The Senator 
promptly accused the Governor of 
trying to “read him out of the par- 
ty” and announced plans to seek 
re-election as an independent. 

Effect on McNutt Candidacy. 

Democrats who have urged rec- 
onciliation fear that Van Nuys’ in- 
dependent candidacy may split the 
party to such an extent that it will 
pave the way for a Republican vic- 
tory in November. 

Many are interested in the presi- 
dential candidacy of former Gov. 
Paul V. McNutt in 1940 and fear 
that Van Nuys’ colleagues in other 
states would retaliate two years 
hence in the national convention if 
Van Nuys were retired, 

Townsend was asked about re- 
ports that Democratic leaders, 
anxious to present a united party 
front in November, have canvassed 
local candidates in a number of 
communities and found them gen- 
erally favorable to Van Nuys’ re- 
nomination, To this he replied: “I 
think there is some sentiment for 
it. I don’t know how much, but 
I’ve heard of it in a couple of 
places.” 

Prior to the Republican conven- 
tion which nominated Raymond E. 
Willis, Angola publisher, for the 
senatorial seat, many Republican 
leaders and at least three newspa- 
pers had urged delegates to nomi- 
nate Van Nuys and form a coali- 
tion ticket.

Sixteen years ago, the United 
States was prepared to put 18-inch 
guns on some of the 16 battleships 
and battle cruisers then under con- 
struction. The 1922 Washington 
treaty quashed the idea and result- 
ed in scrapping of 11 of the 42,000- 
ton craft then on the ways. 

Rear Admiral W. L. Furlong, 
chief of the Ordnance Bureau, told 
Congress that parts for one ex- 
perimental 18-inch gun were ready 
for assembling when the 1922 treaty 
was signed. 

“We know it would be service- 
able,’ he said, but added it was a 
question whether the weapon would 
fulfill all expectations. 

The 16-inch guns for the new bat- 
tleships fire a 2100-pound shell 
more than 20 miles, with a high 
degree of accuracy. An 18-inch 
weapon, experts have figured, would 
send 2 3000- pound projectile 
farther,” but probably with less ac- 
curacy. — 

Neither the formal agreement to 
permit capital craft of 45,000 tons 
nor Britain’s announced intention 
to start two 40,000-ton ships this 
year will alter the United States 
Navy’s plans to hold its next four 
first line vessels to 35,000 tons, of- 
ficials said. The navy intends to 
start next year on the first of a 
series of 45,000-tonners. 

Bids are to be asked for July 15 
on four 35,000-ton ships. Work will 
start this year. 

Arrangements for the construc- 
tion of six submarines of 1300 tons 
each were announced yesterday.

Contracts have been awarded 
separately for the Diesel propel- 
ling machinery to be used in the 
craft. Its cost will vary from 32, 
583,000 to $2,880,801 per ship.

Negotiators Agree Berlin Is to 
Assume Sums Paid on English 
Guarantees, a 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, July 1.—-An announce- 
ment that British and German ne- 
gotiators had reached an agree- 
ment on Austrian external loans 
was made today by Sir John Simon, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. 

‘Sir John told the House of Com- 
mons that “without prejudice to the 
question of legal liability, the Ger- 
man Government will reimburse the 
United Kingdom Government for 
any sums paid in respect of their 
(Great Britain’s) guarantees of the 
Austrian guaranteed loans and will 
insure full service of the bonds of 
these loans owned by British hold- 
ers on July 1, 1938.” 

Defaults on payments on Aus- 
trian bond issues since Germany's 


annexation of Austria have resulted 


in protests from the United States, 
Great Britain, France and other 
countries. 

The Chancellor said: “The settle- 
ment also confirms the principles 


of the arrangement reached be- 


tween the German representatives 
and the German long-term cred- 
itors’ committee regarding the fu- 
ture service of other German and 
Austrian long-term debts. Under 
this arrangement the service of 
the following German and Austrian 
loans will be: 

“For the Dawes loan and the 
Austrian 7 per cent loan of 1930, 5 
per cent interest and 2 per cent 
cumulative sinking fund. 

“For the Young loan and the 
Saarbruecken loan, 4% per cent in- 
terest and 1 per cent cumulative 
sinking fund, beginning after two 
years.” 

The Dawes loan, made in 1924, 
was at 7 per cent and about 380, 
000,000 is still outstanding. The 
Young loan, of 1930, was at 5% 
per cent and about $200,000,000 is 
outstanding. Both were floated to 
help Germany’s reparations settle- 
ment. 

Negotiations for a settlement of 
the troublesome debts question 
have been in progress in London 
between Sir Frederick Leith-Ross, 
chief economic adviser to the Brit- 
ish Government, and German de of 
resentatives. 


U. S. Waits for Reply From Ger- 
many on Austria's Debts. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 1. — State 
Department officials have been 
waiting in vain for a reply from 
Germany on settlement of Austria’s 
debts to the United States. The 
State Department has addressed 
three diplomatic communications to 
Germany on this subject 
April 6. 

Department officials said today 
the United States would continued 
to insist that Germany assume Aus- 
tria’s obligations to this country, 
both public and private bonds, and 
regular servicing of 


them.

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Dr. ‘Bransiord Lewis, Noted.

Dr. Bransford Lewis, whose 51 
years in the practice of urology in 
St. Louis have won him internation- 
al fame and affectionate regard by 
his colleagues as “the daddy of 
urology,” has begun another year 
in his chosen field of medicine with 
the intention of “staying on, as one 
of the boys, just as long as 1 
am able.” 

At 76 he has flropped a measure 
of the strenuous activity as surgeon, 
writer, teacher and originator of 
surgical instruments which brought 
distinction to him and enrichment 
to urology, but his work remains a 
challenge to younger men. 

Looking back over the long 
career which began when he de- 


veloped an interest in genito-urin- 


ary diseases in 1886, his third year 
as a City Hospital staff physician, 
Dr. Lewis is inclined to think his 
most important contribution to 
medicine is his universal cysto- 


scope, an operating instrument 
which was a refinement of earlier 
devices and greatly extended the 
range of urologic surgery). 
Eliminating Operation, 

This opinion, expressed by the 
small, broad-shouldered physician in 
an interview today with a 
Post-Dispatch reporter in his of- 
fice in the Humboldt Building, is 
shared by most urologists, but there 
are some who consider his develop- 
ment of a procedure for removing 
kidney stones without a surgical 
operation an even greater innova- 
tion in the field. 

Dr. Lewis was the first, medical 
literature recognizes, to make such 
a removal, and his method is now 
used commonly by specialists in 
foreign countries as well as in the 
United States. 

The respect and admiration of his 
colleagues for these and other 
achievements resulted in a demon- 
stration which he regards as a sig- 
nal moment in his life. This was 
a banquet in 1934 at which mem- 
bers of the Southwestern branch 
of the American Urological Associa- 
tion, in convention here, celebrated 
his fiftieth year in medicine. Testi- 
monials by leading urologists the 
world ovér were spoken sh ames on 
the occasion. 
< There had been a similar recog- 
nition the previous year when the 
American Urological Association, of 
which he was president in 1907, pre- 
sented him with a plaque for his 
service as editor of the two-volume 
History logy, a pion werk. 
‘He has ore than con- 
tributions to the literature of the 
specialty, many of them papers in 
which he was the first to call at- 


tention to common errors or sug- 


gest new and better ways for diag- 
nosis and treatment. 

Tributes on Anniversary. 
Some of the most affectionate 
tributes paid him at the fiftieth 
anniversary celebration came from 
men who learned urology at his 
feet. He has trained many young 
doctors—just how many he doesn’t 
recall—promising young internes 
who showed interest in and apti- 
tude for the specialty and were in- 
vited to spend a year or two in his 
office as assistants. Few declined 
such an invitation. 

When the reporter reminded him 
of his reputation as a hard task- 
master, Dr. Lewis replied quickly, 
“I expected the best of them. One 
fellow once told me, ‘You ask too 
much of a young man.’ I said he 
could get out, because I was ex 
pecting what I was expecting and 
he couldn't change me.” But he 
is known to have been generous 
and unreserving in his efforts to 
teach the assistants all he knew. 

Associates recall that he has been 
equally severe with some of his 
patients. His fees in the early 
days of practice, as much as $10,000 
for an operation, were of unprece- 
dented size for the time. His large 
charges made it possible for spe- 
cialists in all fields to command 
greater pay for their work, a lead- 
ing St. Louis urologist says. 

$1000 and $1 Fees. 

Dr. Lewis was amused when this 
was mentioned and related two 
anecdotes on the subject.

“The oil man was insistent, but 
so was Dr. Carroll, who called me 
by telephone to discuss the situa- 
tion, and I agreed with him. Hinally 
the man said, “It’s worth $1000 to 
me for him to be here.’ Still in- 
neva that the visit would be use- 
less, Dr. Carroll called me again 
and I came over from my hotel 
nearby. I spoke to the patient, 
said I would see her in the morning 
and left in about 10 minutes. The 
$1000 for the call was paid.

NOTTINGHAM AVE. RESIDENTS 
LOSE PLEA TO BAR BUSSES 


A temporary permit for opera- 
tion of the Delor street bus line 
on Nottingham avenue between 
Kingshighway and Macklind ave- 
nue was continued in effect by the 
Board of Public Service today.

tional Politics Soon Will Be Chief 


Consideration of Conflict, 


The military phase of the Span- 
ish Civil War is less im- 
portant, and ‘international politics 
will soon be its dominant consid- 
eration, in the view of Lawrence A. 
Fernsworth, lately correspondent’ of 
the London Times and more recent- 
ly of the New York Times, who has 
been in Spain not only since the 
war began two years ago, but since 
the founding of the republic in 
1931, : 

Fernsworth stopped in St. Louis 
Tuesday on his way east; accom- 
panied by his bride, following their 
marriage in Galveston, Tex., June 
22. He left Spain four weeks before 
the wedding day. 

Maps of the military situation in 
Spain, he said, show little ground 
for hope of a Government victory. 
Nevertheless, he believes that time 
is working for the Loyalist cause, 
and that with time enough, changes 
are possible which would mean the 
defeat of Gen. Francisco Franco’s 
insurgents, 

Hoping for British Shift. 

“The Government feels,” he said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter, “that 
every day it can prolong the pres- 
ent situation is in its favor.’ Its 
hope is to bring about a reversal of 
the policy of Prime Minister Ne- 
ville Chamberlain, on the part of 
England and France. 

„Chamberlain's policy is to sac- 
rifice the Spanish Government, and 
bring a quick Franco victory, to 
effectuate an agreement with Italy, 
relative to the Mediterranean. 
Spain is to be conceded to Franco, 
and Mussolini need not withdraw 
his troops until after the war. 

“In time, the British should come 
to see what this means. Italy and 
Germany have been sending men, 
money and planes to Spain, to gain 
air and naval bases in the Balearic 
Islands and a position of vantage 
on the French border. If the Brit-

“An alternative would be for the 
British Government to abandon the 
so-called ron-intervention agree- 
ment, and let the Spanish fight it 
out, giving Great Britain a guaran- 
tee of protection of its interests in 
the Mediterranean. Such an assur- 
ance was offered by President 
Azana. ' 


Possible Pressure on Franco. 

“Or, if the Chamberlain policy 
were abandoned, England and 
France might unite in a gesture 
for compromise. This might in- 
volve placing pressure on Franco, 
which England and France could 
exert by decisive naval measures, 
such as blockading ports and retal- 
iating for the sinking of British 
ships. | 

“This could mean conflict with 
Italy and Germany, and might lead 
to a general European war. I am 


not sure that the Spanish Govern- 


ment would be sorry to see a gen- 
eral European wear result. Its lead- 
ers naturally wonder why they 
alone should be sacrificed. A gen- 
eral war would realign the Spanish 
situation. 

“At this time, I think the Gov- 
ernment would accept an armis- 
tice. Franco has repelled such sug- 
gestions, but delay may force his 
hand. He has to deal with discon- 
tent caused by the presence and in- 
fluence of Italians and Germans, 
and that feeling may become 80 
strong as to force the foreigners 
out.“ b 

A Jjoker“ in the proposals for 
removal of foreign troops from both 
armies was mentioned by the corre- 
spondent, who said the Moorish 
troops, which Franco does not in- 
tend to give up, include a large 
body of men from French Morocco 
and other parts of North Africa out- 
side the Spanish possessions.

Before the reverses of 
last March, he said, Premier Juan 
Negrin sought to lessen the influ 
ence of the Russian Soviet Govern- 
ment, and to place the Communist 
party in the position of a minority 
group. : 

“The Communist party in fact 
diminished until there was talk of 
eliminating it,” he said. “This suit- 
ed Negrin, who wished to eliminate 
criticism of the Government on this 
ground in other countries, particu- 
larly in England. 

“But since the March fighting, in 
which the Communists took an im- 
portant part, their party has grown 
in strength, and it now ranks high, 
but is not dominant.” 

Premier Negrin was described by 
Fernsworth as “a rather extreme 
conservative, a republican of liberal 
ideas, who desires a republican, 
parliamentary Government. His ob- 
jective is a strong Government, re- 
sponsible to a Parliament, but not 
dependent on parliamentary whims, 
or the victim of shifting party com- 
binations.” 

Fernsworth has been in Govern- 
ment Spain during the war, but he 
has had opportunities of keeping in 
touch with the situation in the 
larger part of Spain now held by 
Franco, through refugees reaching 
the Government lines, and through 
correspondents whom he has met 
on neutral soil. 

Political Executions. 

He believes the number of po- 
litical executions has been larger in 
insurgent Spain than in the Gov- 
enment-held area. “In Madrid and 
Barcelona,” he said, “a good many 
killings have been committed by 
gangsters, for purposes of robbery. 
But in Madrid there was.a system- 
atic extermination of the Govern- 
ment’s enemies, and the number 
may have been as high as. 20,000. 
In Barcelona, I do not believe the 
number killed has been more than 
4000. 

“On the other side, in Franco’s 
territory, there were 5000 or more 
killings in Zaragoza, 3000 in Teruel 
and its vicinity, and the massacre 
at Badajoz, where there seems no 
reason to doubt that 800 or more 
were slaughtered in the bullring, 
and 2000 others in and around the 
city. The Badajoz massacre was 
given in Madrid as the reason for 
the retaliatory killings which 
reached such proportions there. 
Mass killings occurred at many 
other places, 

“There were killings of priests in 
Madrid and Barcelona, though not 
so many as have been reported. In 
this connection, the active partisan- 
ship of the church on the side of 
the insurgents must be considered. 
It has not been safe for priests to 
wear any distinctive garb, and it 
would be inadvisable now, consid- 
ering that the war is still going on. 
However, the Government has an- 
nounced religious freedom, and has 
tried to bring about resumption of 
religious seryices. This had not 
succeeded in Madrid, when I last 
heard from there, chiefly because 
priests did not wish to take part 
in the services, though assured of 
protection. In Barcelona, a Basque 
church has celebrated mass regu- 
larly.” , :

But the negotiators, Bonnet and the 
Turkish Ambassador, Suad Davaz, 
were understood to have agreed 
that France would recognize Tur- 
key’s neutrality in the event of war. 

There also was strong belief that 
the treaty grants France the right 
to use the Dardanelles, gateway to 
the Black Sea which Turkey recent- 
ly remilitarized, thus assuring 
France of a maritime link with its 
ally, Russia. 

The treaty comes on the heels of 
the recent British financial aid to 
Turkey’s national defense program. 

Shares Control With Turkey. 

The new accords were said to 
mean that France has recognized 
Turkish interest in the Sanjak, and 
has agreed to share control tem- 
porarily with Turkey. 

After the World War, the Sanjak 
was taken from Turkey and be- 
came the northwestern corner of 
the Syrian mandate ruled by 
France. Most of its 200,000 popu- 
lation is concentrated in the cities 
of Antioche and Alexandretta. 

Some 40 per cent of the people 
are Turkish, from which arises the 
Turkish claim of interest, which 
Turkish leaders admittedly hope 
will develop into full Turkish soy- 
ereignty.

OLD-AGE PENSION CHECKS 
FOR JULY MAILED TO 72,249 


Missouri. Roll Shows Reduction of 
„ 173 From June—48-Cent Av- 
erage Increase. 

JEFFERSON CITY, July 1— 
State old-age pension checks for 
July were mailed out today by the 
State Social Security Commission 
to 72,249 pensioners, who received 
an average payment of $16.97. The 
roll showed a reduction of 173 pen- 
sioners from the June total but 
the $1,225,909 paid out for July rep- 
resented an average increase of 48 
cents per check over June, accord- 
ing to George I. Haworth, admin- 
istrator for the commission. 

The St. Louis roll carried 8490 
names for July, a reduction of 40 
from June. The average check was 
$20.02 compared to an average pay- 
ment of $19.56 in June. 

Checks were sent to 1608 pen- 
sioners in St. Louis County, a re- 
duction of 45 from last month. The 
average payment was $14.84, com- 
pared to $14.42 last month. 

In Jackson County, including

7827 persons, a decrease of 153 from 
last month. The average July pay- 
ment was $16.55 against an average 
of $16.06 in June.

WASHINGTON, July 1.—Senator 
Walsh (Dem.), Massachuset 
member of the Senate Campaign 
Funds Committee, denounced any 
political use of relief funds yester- 
day as dragging “the relief of hu- 
man misery” down to the level of 

Walsh began his statement by 
mentioning a recent speech in 
which Aubrey Williams, deputy 
W P A administrator, called on 
relief recipients to keep their 
“friends” in power. 

The speech already has 
termed “unfortunate” by the Sen- 
ate committee, which decided late 
yesterday not to alter that com- 
ment. 

Walsh, speaking as “a member of 
the Democratic party,” asse 
that any use of relief funds for po- 
litical purposes “is not only inde- 
fensible, but shocking to the public 
conscience.” 

He added: “Any agency:or officer 
of the present administration, who 
now or in the coming campaign 
will use Federal funds to influence 
votes is not only acting in an un- 
Christian and un-American manner, 
but in my opinion ie a traitor to 
President Roosevelt and the Dem- 
ocratic party.” 

Wrath of Public Conscience. 

The Walsh statement said that 
“the triumphant election by the 
averwhelming majority accorded 
President Roosevelt in 1936 was in 
large measure due to the people's 
approval of tne militant and gen- 
erous manner in which he extended 
aid and succor to the millions of 
unemployed and their families, and 
a belief upon the part of the Amer- 
ican people that this humane task 
would be done without any ulterior 
consideration. 

“If any there be who suppose that 
the public conscience is temporarily 
stunted by the worry, distress and 
anxiety that present economic con- 
ditions have caused, let them not 
be unmindful of the wrath that an 
aroused public conscience can exert 
when relicf of human misery is 
degraded to gutter politics.” 

Walsh asserted he was “not un- 
mindful” that “unfounded allega- 
tions will be made that Federal 
funds are or will be used to in- 
fluence votes.” : 

“But this,” he added, “is an ad- 
ditional reason why officeholders 
charged with the administration of 
these funds should scrupulously 
avoid by speech or act even the 
suspicion of political motive.”

Because the cartoonists of Amer- 
ica had hit upon the idea of using the 
dachshund to typify all the elements of 
a general hatred: the“ German Crown 
Prince, the Kaiser, German militarism— 
everything in the German scene that was 
repugnant to the free American spirit. 
And at the same time, as an ironical com- 
mentary on the power of the cartoon, the 
German shepherd, much preferred to the 
unassuming and sweetly reasonable 
dachshund by German political bigwigs 
then as now, was our most popular dog. 
Spare our good friend, the dachshund, 
we beg of you. Why pick on him? There 
are other German breeds: the great Dane, 
the German shepherd, the Dobermann, 
the Schnauzer. Let them share his suf- 
fering if you must make a martyr of a 
dog. Or save the dachshund to suggest 
the good things that are left in Ger- 
many, as there must be some—the cul- 
ture, the science, the great literature..He 
is much better suited to represent these 
than the ugly elements which are as 
alien to his sweet temper as to the sense 
of American justice.

| provisions, the great majority have been adopted vir- |. 
‘| tually in full. 


Only five, in fact, failed of oe 
or were adopted only in part. 

The department’s first requirement, 3 of 
cosmetics and therapeutic devices, is an important 
achievement of the new measure. It means regula- 
tion for the first timé of the huge cosmetic industry, 
which was barely in its infancy in 1906, and provi- 
sions covering devices which had been exempt since 
‘they could not be defined as drugs. 

The second, prohibition of false advertising, is 

covered in a separate bill, the Wheeler-Lea Act, 
passed two months ago, which gives the Federal 
Trade Commission control over advertising for food, 
drugs, devices and cosmetics. Here enters one omis- 


public of drugs “for the treatment of diseases in 
which self-medication is futile or especially danger- 
„ ‘The peril to human lives of such advertising is 
obvious. Since the law does not forbid it, newspa- 
pers, magazines and broadcasters can perform a pub- 
lic service by barring it on their own initiative, as 
some of them now do. 

Another significant achievement is elimination. of 
the fraud joker in the present law, which barred 
Government action against violators unless intent to 
defraud was proved. This reform will be of great 
assistance in prosecutions. Increased penalties for 
violations, sought by the Food and Drug no: 
tion, also are provided in the bill. 

In addition, adopted provisions of the 30-must 
platform include: warning labels for habit-forming 
drugs (not only those now in use, but also those that 
may be developed in the future), special protection 
against drugs liable to deterioratién, a requirement 
‘that antiseptics must possess germicidal powers, a 
ban on traffic in food injurious to health, prohibition 
of confectionery containing metallic trinkets that 
may injure children, a rule against slack-filling and 
deceptive containers, etc. So elementary are some 
of these safeguards that it is amazing to realize 
they have never previously been part of the law. 

An advance has been made in the requirements for 
informative labeling of food and drug products, but 
they could well be broadened. The listing of ingredi- 
ents is discretionary with the Secretary for food and 
drugs, though a strong case can be made for extend- 
ing the provision to cosmetics. 

Similarly, the new regulations for setting up of 
standards are an improvement over present practice, 
but still are not so broad as could be desired, since 
they appl¢ only to certain categories of foodstuffs. 

Licensing of drug manufacturers who sell di- 
rectly to the public had been urged, but the provi- 
sion was not adopted. However, the bill does in- 
clude a wise requirement on this subject: for issu- 
ance of permits in the case of doubtful food prod- 
ucts, subject to revocation if the commodity proves 
to be injurious. Another sound provision is that 
calling for tests of new drugs by the Government if 
data offered by the manufacturer are not satisfac, 
tory. This is designed to prevent deaths from new 
and untested drugs, such as occurred from time to 
time under the old law. 

The thirtieth point on the “must” list calls for a 
$5,000,000 annual appropriation for enforcement, but 
the law leaves the amount up to the discretion of 
Congress. 

Thus the new measure, as this summary shows, in- 
cludes most of the points desired by its enforcing 
agency, but others remain whose inclusion will doubt- 
less be sought at subsequent sessions. It may be, too, 
that loogholes will be spotted by the unscrupulous 
minority, and that new methods and new products 
not covered by the law will be introduced, as oc- 
curred with the Wiley measure. Certainly Congress 
should not be so’ dilatory again when the need for 
revision becomes known. 

Above all, the value of the law to the consumer 
depends upon the character of its enforcement. The 
Food and Drug Administration has made a remark- 
able record under the old law, considering the many 
handicaps under which it labored, and may be ex- 
pected to make an even better showing now that it 
has more effective legal tools with which to work. 
But administrations and administrators change, a 
fact which the framers of the new law recognized 
with the provision that every regulation laid down 
by one Secretary of Agriculture shall be binding 
during the terms of his successors, walt removed by 
court action. 

Valuable as this and the other 1 are, the 
final reliance for consumer protection is an enlight- 
ened and vigilant public. The five-year debate over 
food and drug legislation has had a valuable effect in 
stimulating popular interest in the drafting and en- 
forcement of proper laws, and this is a favorable 
augury for the new code.

No payments on interest or principal are necessary 
during the first year after issuance of securities. The 


new rule applies not to new businesses, but to those 


which are established and which have a record of 
soundness and good earning power. 

Traditionally, banks have been prohibited from 
tying up their depositors’ money in long-term loans 
and not readily marketable securities, but this relax- 
ation of their liquidity is seemingly a wise adapta- 
tion to new banking conditions. For some years, the 
administration leaders have been urging the banks to 
‘put their money to use, while, on the other hand, na- 
tional bank examiners have limited the uses to which 
it could be put. It will be interesting to observe the 
operation of the new rule. While its importance may

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PASSING OF THE BASING POINT SYSTEM. 

For years the United States Steel Corporatign has 
priced its products on a basing point system which 
has served to maintain a higher price for the product 
of its Southern subsidiary at Birmingham, Ala., than 
for those of its mills at Pittsburgh and elsewhere in 
the North.’ This arbitrarily fixed construction-cost 
levy on the South has been the cause of much com- 
plaint by Southern industrialists, who have found 
no rhyme or reason in being required to pay more 
than Northern industrialists for the same’ product. 

Along with the price reductions, announced last 
week, went the basing point system. The new rule 
is that identical mill prices will be quoted in Pitts- 
burgh, Chicago and Birmingham. Henceforth Birm- 
ingham steel will not be priced higher simply be- 
cause it is produced in Birmingham, and henceforth 
Southern builders will be able to buy steel for the 
game price that Northern builders ‘pay. 

Commenting on this significant development, the 
Iron Age says that “few events in the steel industry 
in recent years have stirred it so deeply.” To this 
may be added that it will stir the South deeply— 
and favorably also when its effects, are generally 
known. With the basing point system removed, na- 
tional wage-hour legislation on the law books and 
a better chance than ever before for the elimination 
of the freight-rate differential, the economic barriers 
which have shut the South off from the rest of the 
country are gradually coming down.

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SMOKE AND THE 55 SYCAMORES. 

Mellon Institute scientists recently made a survey 
that gave St. Louis the dubious. distinction of having 
more sulphur dioxide fumes in its atmosphere than 
any other of the smoky cities where tests were made. 
As a soothing afterthought, the investigators added 
in their report that the fumes are in average 
amounts “so small they are harmless to health.” 

This statement will be received with skeptical res- 
ervations by any St. Louisan who has felt his respir- 
atory apparatus grow raw and irritated on a smoggy 
day, or who has noted the prevalence of sinusitis, 
pneumonia and similar ailments in the city. And 
the fate of the Huropean sycamore trees along Mar- 
ket street indicates that the purity of St. Louis 
air deaves something to be desired. Of the 58 trees 
planted between Fifteenth and Highteenth streets five 
years ago, only three survive today. It was smoke 
that, caused the 55 to perish.

T is entirely possible that Mayor Frank 
Hague of Jersey City, a resourceful po- 
litical leader with important claims upon 
the loyalty of many men in public life, will 
finally be able to draft a candidate for the 


Democratic nomination for United States 


Senator. The Mayor controls political desti- 
nies within his party in New Jersey and is 
in a position to issue orders which will send 
a man into battle even though the certainty 
of doom lies ahead. He is the law and, of 
course, is not to be defied. 

It is quite significant, however, that as 
yet no one is willing to run, that every per- 
son of standing and responsibility whose 
name has been suggested spurned the oppor- 
tunity, that an honor which under ordinary 
circumstances is éagerly sought is com- 
pletely devoid.of appeal. 


It is a significant situation, but by no 
means inexplicable. It is not the danger of 
defeat that causes the Democratic nomina- 
tion for United States Senator to be shunned 
and rejected on all sides.

Fy XAGOBRATED though they may be, the 


reports of growing dissensions in nation- 
alist Spain between Spaniards on, the one 


hand and Italians and Germans on the other 


indicate a development that sooner or later 


seems bound to happen. 


It has been charged that without aid from 
Hitler and Mussolini, the insurgents would 
have suffered defeat long ago. On this 
point it is, of course, impossible to speak 
with certainty..

But on the 8 side such ‘activities, 
imperiling not only fellow Spaniards but in 
many instances families and relatives of 
those fighting under Franco’s banner as 
well, have begun to arouse violent protests.

Evidence is piling up that there is a 
mounting spirit of rebellion in nationalist 
Spain. And this feeling of hostility to for-

But even if Franco were victorious, this 
antagonism to German and Italian efforts 
to exercise overlordship in Spain would soon- 
er or later emerge.

The Spy Business 


From the Springfield (Mass.) Republican, 
HE most concise statement ever made 


of the problem of thé munitions business. 


was that it would continue to exist, in one 
form or another, as long as the nations con- 
tinued the war business. 

Much the same thing seems to be true of 
the spy business, although one may take sat- 
isfaction in the repeated assertion that it is 
not a business in which our own Govern 
ment at Washington finds it necessary to 
engage. 

The part that inventive genius plays in 
the equipment of armies and navies as com- 
pared with the period in which Nathan Hale 
and Maj. Andre paid the penalty of war- 
time spying adds immeasurably, in theory, 
to the advantage now to be gained by such 
activities in time of peace. But, while it 
would be idle to deny the possible value of 
secret information relating to military or 
naval equipment, the theory is undoubtedly 


subject to some discount if considered in 


terms of cold reality. 
The very speed of inventive progress and 
the rapidity with which last year’s airplanes, 


anti-aircraft batteries and bombs are made 


obsolete must in itself afford a considerable 
protection. On the whole, it seems prob- 
able that before stolen designs can be 
studied, adapted and put into production by 
the nation which stole them, they will have 
been superseded by better designs in the 
nation which originated them. 

This is not to say, however, that the spy 
business between two nations at peace is not 
a dirty one which lacks both the justification 
and the romance of the wartime spy. As for 
the reported official German reaction to the 
indictments handed down in New York 
against German citizens charged with es 
pionage in this country, the recent beheading 


of foreign spies in Berlin does not suggest 


that the German Government takes such 
charges as lightly when it is Germany that 
is spied upon.

GLE ot the country, but especially by an institu- 

ay Bea known as Irvington House in New 

York. Prevention of rheumatic fever is 


practically beyond our control because we 


do not know the cause or the nature of 
its spread, but after it has attacked a child 
and heart disease is present, a great deal 
can be done to prevent the late serious ef- 
fects. 

Good medica] care may save lives and 
lengthen years and bring these children the 
joys that other children have. Salvage here 
is far more difficult than in actually crip- 
pling diseases. A child with a withered 
leg can see his own infirmity and seeing 
it, understand it. A child with a crippled 

heart cannot see his infirmity. He must be told about it and being told, 
believe it. He must suit his life to an intangible infirmity that imposes 
its limitations on many of his physical activities. 

' —_—O—O—— * 

SUMMER IS an especially good time for recuperation of these 
children, and camps in various parts of the country are established for 
this purpose. 

Irvington House at Irvington-on-the-Hudson is the only sanitarium in 
the United States for children with hearts crippled by rheumatic fever. 
Children are furnished with what is called their “mental crutches.” 
Guided month after month by experienced and understanding teachers 
and nurses, the child learns to understand the strength of his sick heart 
and to follow its dictates, and in the comradeship of boys and girls 
similarly handicapped, he begins to lead anormal daily existence—nor- 
mal for him and for his companions, although perhaps not normal for 
other children of the same age.

SCHOOL IN the morning is combined with afternoons of nature 
study, craft work and other recreation adapted to the strength of the 
patient. At first the little patients are kept in bed or in wheeled chairs. 
Later they join in the afternoon’s activities, but each child usually learns 
those health habits that will build a sound body, and above all to rest 


hig injured heart. 
Back home after several months, and occasionally years, in this 


refuge, a heart cripple has learned to sustain his new high level of 


health. He makes regular visits or is visited regularly by the House 
After-Care Committee, so that his progress is checked and his improve- 
ment continued under intelligent supervision.

THIS WORK has been going on for a number of years. One of the 
first patients has shown that a normal life need not be denied these 
people because Irvington House is proud to show her photograph with 
her three children. She is one of 278 former Irvingtonites who are mar- 
ried. : 

This sort of an attack on a chronic disease is a new thing in the 
world. It is entirely different from-the idea of a dose of medicine or 
some magic serum. It depends on a reconstruction of the patient's life 
and mental attitude, and careful checkups month after month and year 
after year.

EAR Mrs. Post: A club to 

which I belong is giving a 

bridge party open to the pub- 
lic. It is strictly a social gather- 
ing and has nothing to do with any 
money-raising scheme. We are 
charging so much a table. Some of 
the club members feel that we 
should have some light  refresh- 
ments included in the price of the 
tickets and others feel that there 
should be an additional charge for 
this. Will you give us the benefit 
of your opinion? 
Answer: Frankly I am thorough- 
ly mixed! I don’t understand how 
a party that is to be open to the 
public can be considered a social 
gathering and why vou think 
charging for tables and money rais- 
ing are two different things. In 
other words, if this is a party open 
to outsiders and you are charging 
sO much a table, then it seems to 
me that the proceeds should cer- 
tainly be for the benefit of some- 
thing. On the other hand, if it is 
a purely social gathering, the in- 
vitations should be sent out by the 
members of the club to their 
friends, and they who are the host- 
esses should pay whatever the 
charges are for the refreshments. 
The club could, of course, have a 
card party or a tournament or any- 
thing it chooses and the members 
who go to the party be charged 
for the new packs of cards they 
buy and for any refreshments that 
they order, or perhaps instead of 
this, a specific charge could be an- 
nounced as intended to provide 
these two items. 


Dear Mrs. Post: Is a knife sup- 
posed to be included in the table 
setting even if there will be no ne- 
cessity for using it? This is a very 
simple lunch party, at which the 
menu just so happens to be some- 
thing cut up and creamed and on 
toast.

Answer: It is always proper to 


set a place with one knife, whether 
it is to be used or not. That is, in 
a very formal house where four 
places are set at table, even when 
all are not to be occupied, the set- 
ting of each place includes a plate, 
a napkin, a knife, two forks and a 
glass. In an informal house, only 
as many knives and forks as nec- 
essary are usually put at each 
place, just as only the number of 
places to be used are set at table.

of normal; of these 26 Junes, three 
were followed by very warm Julys 
and five by considerably warmer 
than normal; three were followed 
by considerably cooler than normal 
Julys; the other 15 nearly normal 
Junes were followed by moderate 
Julys, that is, averaging within 2 
degrees above or below normal, 
with eight on the plus side, five on 
the minus side, and two exactly 
normal: Nothing in these figures 
to stimulate early orders for blan- 
kets for the coming July nights, 
neither is there anything discourag- 
ing in them. They only go to show 
that forecasting cannot be done 
that way; that there is seldom har- 
monious sequence in weather for 
periods as long as two months; 
there is no regular balancing of ex- 
cesses and deficiencies, 


The peak of warm weather comes 
in July, as a rule. From daily rec- 
ords of the last 65 years, we find 
the highest average temperature 
for any day is on July 13, with 81. 
This is followed by a slight dip for 
a week or so and then a secondary 
peak of 80.8 occurs on the 28th. 
For individual years, the time of 
warmest weather varies decidedly, 
some years showing the warmest 
days in June, August or September, 
rather than July, but in a great 
majority of years July takes the 
lead. With a normal average of 
78.8 degrees for the month, July 
has averaged as high as 87.4 de- 
grees in two instances, viz.: 1901 
and 1936, and as low as 73.7 de- 
grees’ in 1848 and 75 degrees in 
1924.

HE hottest week of record was 
Tis 1934, July 19-25, averaging 95 

degrees; the second hottest, July 
9-15, 1936, with 94.1 degrees; third, 
July 20-26, with 92.6 degrees.

days; for the eight-yecr period, 
1930-1937, 45 days—only 31 days in 
the first 57 years; but 45 days in 
the last eight years! It may be sur- 
prising to some readers to learn 
from the records that in 39 of the 
last 65 years there was no occur- 
rence of 100 degrees in the whole 
summer. There was a period of 
nine years, 1902-1910, without a sin- 
gle 100-degree temperature at St. 
Louis. The coolest week in July 
was that of July 1-7, 1924, with an 
average of 67.3 degrees; second cool- 
est, July 3-9, 1915, with 69.6 de- 


grees. 

Relative humidity is always low 
when the temperature is very high. 
With temperature at 100 degrees it 
will average about 27 per cent; at 
95 degrees, 37 per cent; at 90 de- 
grees, 46 per cent. When the tem- 
perature was 110, July 24, 1934, the 
relative humidity was only 14 per 
cent. 

Rainfall in July averages 2.98 
inches, which is decidedly less than 
in May or June, but is sufficient for 
crops if May and June have had 


anywhere near normal amounts. 
The wettest July was in 1875, with 


| 9.50 inches, and the driest, in 1930, 
with 0.25 inch. Although there were 
three disastrous drouths in the last 
eight years, the records show that 
severe drouth in the crop-growing 
season came only eight times in the 
61 years, 1870-1930; an average of 
one in seven or eight years. 


No great storms have been re- 
corded in July. The normal num- 
ber of thunderstorms is seven. 
Winds come from the south mostly, 
with an average hourly velocity of 
9.1 miles. The highest velocity of 
record was 51 miles an hour from

Of President St. Louis 
Shaw's Garden, 
S usual, when the local climate 
gives us such perfect growing 
rather, we must pay a heavy 
penalty in the form of severe insect 
pests. An open winter, with a long, 
early spring brings on a host of ail- 
ments which we would much pre- 
fer to be without. 

Fortunately, the vast family of 
plant lice has been more or less 
kept in check by a corresponding 
number of ladybugs. The tempera- 
ture has been warm enough for the 
ladybugs to multiply and provide 
us with an army of ravenous off- 
spring, which do more to eat up the 
plant lice than any spraying we 
could do. When the lice are pres- 
ent in quantity, it is well to see if 
the ants are not also around ... 


the lice, since the ladybugs wi 
‘soon eliminate the aphids, but on 
a good commercial ant bait will 
kill the ants, which bring in the 
aphids as fast as they are eaten 
by the ladybugs. This triangle goes 
on eternally unless the ants are re- 
moved, for any spraying with nico- 
tine for the killing of lice will also 
kill the ladybugs, and so defeat its 
Own purpose. 

Chewing insects are particularly 
obnoxious this year, with the meas- 
uring worm taking the center of 
the stage. This works largely on 
soft-wood trees, with the addition 
of the elms and pin oaks, where 
leaves are tender. Heavy arsenate 
sprays are the only remedy, as al- 
ways for any chewing insect. The 
willow beetles are in the same class, 
and are rapidly defoliating whole 
banks of willow trees, These orange 
or yellow. beetles look very much 
like tne helpful ladybug, whose 
predominant color is red. The cu- 
cumber beetle is also confused with 
this barmless gardeners’ aid 
but the terrible havoc wreaked on 
trees and shrubs by the two dan- 
gerous pests removes all doubt as 
to their trus identity. 

The. invasion of the woolly cat- 
erpillars can soon be expected, and 
for these also it is recommended 


of an arsenate spray. Vegetables 
should not be sprayed. with arsenic, 
however, since the danger of poison 
is too great. Certain commercial 
preparations are available for 
spraying vegetables which are 
harmless to human stomachs but 
are death to insects. In the case of 
the tomato worm, most gardeners 
prefer to hand pick their plants of 
these huge, sluggish pests. In that 
way they can eliminate those 
worms which are healthy and thriv- 
ing, and leave alone those which 
are infested with the natural para-; 
site of the tomato worm, as evi- 
denced by those peculiar white 
bumps on the worm. As always, 
you are doing yourself a very good 
turn if you can refrain from de- 
stroying any natural parasitic 
enemy of the pest.

AVI Nd the worst for the last, 
we must now turn to the grubs 
and cutworms, which yield to 
no man with a spray gun. They 
seem to thrive on ordinary poison- 
ings, and only the most rigorous 
cleaning up of all garden debris 
will reveal their hiding places. Cut- 
worms must be baited with poi- 
soned bran. . . and be extremely 
careful that the cutworms get the 
bait, and not children, or household 
pets. One-half part of paris green 
to 20 parts of bran, sweetened with 
molasses, is a standard mixture. 
Scatter it about in the evening and 
repeat it after four days, if the 
weather is warm. 
Ordinarily grubs are not particu- 
larly offensive, but this year we 
have such a horde of them that 
they have become as destructive as 
cutworms. In the lawns they an- 


grass suddenly turns brown. Since 
that patch has been killed, anyway, 
dig down into it and pick up all 
the grubs you can find. This will 
at least eliminate those individuals 
from the scene of action, and the 
remainder of the lawn (if any) can 
be given a heavy application of 
arsenic. Where the grubs have 
made their appearance in the iris 
or flower beds, they may be caught 
with the same bait as the cut- 
worms; but in a heavy turf they 
do not come to the surface to take 
the bait, and must be dug out of 
the infested spots.
